WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(7)— 
Southeastern railroads decided ‘to- 
day on a coach fare of one and 
one-half cents a mile in an effort 
to bolster declining passenger 
revenues. 

The same carriers had a 1.5- 
cent fare from December, 1933, to 
November, 1937, when they re- 
turned to 2 cents. No other sec- 
tion of the country has ever had 
a basic coach fare below 2 cents. 

The southeastern (railroad) 
presidents’ conference met here 
today and gave out a brief for- 
mal announcement saying they 
had “voted in favor of re-estab- 
lishing a basic fare of one and 
one-half cents per mile in coaches,

GEORGIA TRUCK TAX 


Express Company Attacks It 
as Burden on Interstate 
Commerce.

H. Dukes, special assistant attor- 


ney. general for Georgia. Edgar 
Watkins and Allan Watkins, At- 
lanta attorneys for the express 
company, contended it was an un- 
constitutional burden on interstate 
commerce. They said their com- 
pany used only state-aid highways 
and that the proceeds of the tax 
were assigned to rural post roads. 

“This act levies a tax for some-

Justice Brandeis remarked that 
the company did use the state’s 
highways and “the question is 
whether the charge is excessive 
for the privilege of using the high- 
ways.” 

Dukes said such a tax was con- 
stitutional “if it has a reasonable 
relation to the service rendered.” 

“A carrier for hire,” he added, 
“is using the highways as a mat- 
ter of grace and not as ‘a matter 
of right. I can see no objection for 
a state, which has furnished high- 
ways, to charge a reasonable 
amount for their use.”

: THOSE WAR DEBTS 

It is doubtful if there is any international 
problem more completely misunderstood by the 
average man than the recurring question of the 
debts owed by other countries to this, since the 
days of the World War. 

The nonpayment of these debts has not only 
proven fertile topic for facile humorists of all 
types, but has been seized upon by demagogues, 
both political and journalistic, as effective fuel 
for maintaining their pet prejudicial fires. 

The ability of such demagogues to turn this 
situation to selfish account rests upon the con- 
ception of the debts by those ignorant of the 
fundamentals of international finance and 
trade. Such people can conceive of a debt only 
in the terms of the IOU for five bucks that 
Tom owes Bill, around the corner. If Tom 
doesn’t pay, he is simply a defaulter on his 
obligations, proper subject for scorn and con- 


“demnation by honest men. And the same 


judgment and standards are applied to the 
debtor nations, as is applied to Tom. 

The truth of the war debts is they are un- 
paid because of economic conditions beyond the 
control of the debtor nations. 

In the first place, the conditions of the ob- 
ligations include the requirement that they be 
paid in gold. With the bulk of the world’s sup- 
ply of gold already in this country, there is no 
gold with which to pay. Also, there is already 
too much gold in the United States. More, even 
if it could be sent over, would simply add to 
the domestic financial problems over here. 

It must also be remembered that gold, of 
itself, is valueless. It is only a device for meas- 
uring the worth of currencies, to set the rela- 
tive values of the dollar, the pound, the franc, 
the peso, etc. To create real international 
values, there must be commerce between na- 
tions. This commerce, while its mathematical 
value is based upon gold, for convenience, is 
fundamentally a question of barter. One na- 
tion, to be able to buy the goods of another, 
must be able to sell its own goods. 

The debtor nations, if they are to pay the 
United States, must surmount the tariff bar- 
rier raised by this country, so they may sell 
their goods here. Only thus can they establish 
credits in the banking houses of this country 
with which to purchase the gold needed to meet 
the installments on the debts. 

The recent signing of the trade treaty be- 
tween this country and Great Britain may help 
considerably to overcome this tariff barrier dif- 
ficulty. 

In additon to all these considerations, it 
must be remembered that a large proportion of 
the total debt today is merely the result of de- 
valuation of gold and bookkeeping. It is esti- 
mated, for instance, that the debt of Great 
Britain has increased more than 50 per cent 
solely on account of the change in gold values 
and currency standards. This country has, so 
far, refused to consider any adjustment of this 
bookkeeping amount. 

Taking into full consideration the gold situa- 
tion, the effect of payment of the debts on the 
commerce and industry and finance of this 
country, and the economic results to the entire 
world, it is probable all would gain if the debts 
were forgotten. 

And there would be precedent, from this side 
of the Atlantic, for such a solution. 

Not long after the Revolutionary War the 
young government of the United States con- 
solidated old debts to Great Britain and assum- 
ed the obligation in full. It was stipulated that 
this debt be paid in silver. But when time for 
payment came, the United States had no silver 
with which to pay.

It would contribute to better economic con- 
dition as well as remove a source of recurring 
irritation and demagogic ammunition, both 
abroad and in this country, if adjustment or in- 
telligent settlement could be made, today, of the 
“war debts.”

FRENCH DEMOCRACY ENDURES 

If the people of any major nation can be 
said to have so far weathered the storm of class 
antagonisms without losing faith in the repub- 
lican form of government, or their love of in- 
dividual freedom, it is the people of France. 
Bounded on the north by Nazi Germany and on 
the south and east by revolutionary Spain and 
Fascist Italy, it may well be considered a notable 
achievement to have steered a steady course in 
the face of disconcerting winds blowing from 
so many directions at the same time. 

The accomplishment looms as even more re- 
markable if it is remembered the fight between 
Fascism and Communism is being waged on 
the field of battle just beyond the Pyrenees—to 
all practical purposes on the French doorstep. 

Every minute of every hour of the day pro- 
paganda in favor of one side or the other— 
Communism or Fascism—is being fed to the 
people from beyond the borders of France, as 
well as within the country itself by certain 
segments of an uncensored press. But pro- 
paganda, no matter how distasteful, is con- 
sidered less harmful than interfering with the 
freedom of speech or an untrammelled press. 

So far democracy—the love of individual 
freedom—so prevalent among the common peo- 
ple of France, has prevailed. It is still held 
preferable to other, so-called efficient, forms of 
government, even in the face of threatened ag- 
gression from without or economic disruption 
from within. The people realize that once the 


Fascist or Communist noose is fastened upon 


them there is no withdrawing from its strang]l- 
ing influence save with the spilling of oceans 
of their own blood. 

It should not be forgotten that France has 
already been through the fire of revolution; 
has suffered almost as no other nation has suf- 
fered in attaining its freedom, in forging a 
balanced, equitable government, satisfying to 
the temperament of its people. No more in- 
dividualistic person lives in the world than the 
peasant of France. He abhors the planned life. 
He will tolerate no encroachment upon his per- 
sonal liberty. Unlike the German or Italian, 
who seems to thrive on regimentation, he real- 
izes that once liberty is given up, it cannot be 
retrieved except at tremendous sacrifice. 

The French people can always be counted 
upon to fight among themselves. They have 
always done so. But whenever their individual 
freedom is threatened, either from within or 
without, they can be also depended upon to 
fight to the last ditch to preserve it.

On the other 
hand, the sincere follower of religion must, if 
his devotion means anything more than ele- 
mental emotionalism, turn to study of both re- 
ligious and secular history and literature.

Similarly, the 
non-church member, if a student, cannot avoid 
fascinated interest in the records of the church, 
even from the days of dim antiquity.

HEALTH ON THE FARM 
(From The Dallas Morning News.) 

Despite their fresh air, exercise and supposed- 
ly wholesome food, farm people often have less 
resistance to contagious diseases than do those 
who live in cities. And, in most of the last two 
decades, farm income has been so low that many 
thousands of rural families have had to go with- 
out needed medical attention. Remedy of this 
situation is the aim of the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration’s new setup for low-cost medical care. 

At least 80,000 rural families in 18 states are 
expected to benefit from this health program. 
The plan already is in operation in 56 Arkansas 
counties“and five Ohio counties, and it is to be 
extended at once to the whole states of North 
and South Dakota. Under this scheme, a whole 
farm family can obtain medical, dental and hos- 
pital care for $2 a month—and may borrow the 
$2 from the Farm Security Administration if nec- 
essary. 


Opposition from organized medicine is not 


anticipated, since approval of state medica] asso- 
ciations is sought before the FSA plan is estab- 
lished. The money is placed in the hands of 
special medical corporations in each state, which 
allocate funds for hospitals, physicians, dentists, 
nurses and pharmacists. In restoring health and 
morale, this program should go far toward en- 
abling impoverished farm families to get- back on 
their feet economically,

WALLACE WOOS FOES WASHINGTON, Dec, 15.—Secretary 
| Agriculture Henry A. Wallace is 
currently trying to woo back his ancient enemies within the New 
Deal. One or two of his confidential subordinates have already 
made frank overtures to the lieutenants of Works Progress Admin- 
istrator Harry L. Hopkins and Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 
Ickes. Harry Hopkins has even been asked to lunch at the Agri- 
culture Department. ._ If Wallace has his way, the battles of Iowa 
and the Soil Conservation Service will be forgotten, and almost 
universal peace will reign. 
The spectacle is at once instructive and faintly comic. - It illus-. 
trates the strangely haphazard inter-relations of the President’s 
chief aids. It underlines the ludicrous aspects. of the bureaucracy. 


But, like so many Wallace moves, this one is dictated by hard . 


common sense. Soon an unholy row about the farm program will 
engulf Wallace and his department. Wallace will need all the 
help he can get in congress. No one is better qualified to give it 
than the dispensers of public pap, Harry Hopkins with his projects, 
and Harold Ickes with his public works. Wallace will also need 
the full moral backing of the New Deal. No one can more cer- 
tainly assure him of itthan Hopkins and Ickes, the most conspicu- 
ous leaders of the New Deal group.» 


INTRA-MURAL FIGHTS The Wallace agents take a.soft and 


sensible tone. “The farm program 
can’t be divorced from the New Deal,” they say. “The adminis- 
tration needs the farmers. Now that we’re in trouble, let’s all stand 
together.” But the battles of Iowa and the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice are hard to forget 

Since the famous Iowa primary, from which the secretary of 
agriculture held so notably aloof, the New Dealers have been bit- 
terly angry with Wallace. Wallace himself has cherished some 
resentment, for the strongest pressure was put on him to back the 
White House man, Representative Otha D. Wearin, against Senator 
Guy M. Gillette. Even the President himself was mobilized. Yet 
Wallace held firm. Now he is taking the line (which is probably 
perfectly correct) that it would have been foolish for him to inter- 
vene in Iowa, since the fight was lost anyway. 

Although he was a chief sponsor of the Iowa venture, Harry 
Hopkins may well end by accepting the Wallace olive branch. For 
all his ‘intense enthusiasms, he is a man who takes events pretty 
much as they come. Harold Ickes is quite another sort of fellow. 

The battle of the Soil Conservation Service occurred years ago, 
when Wallace and Rex Tugwell urged Ickes to take a Florida vaca- 
tion for the sake of his health, and then persuaded the President 
to transfer soil conservation to agriculture as soon as Ickes was 
safely“on the train. Ever since, the secretaries of agriculture and 
interior have eyed one another warily, like two dogs wanting the 
same bone. Time and again, Ickes has attempted congressional 
raids on forestry and other agricultural bureaus. Time and again, 
Wallace has snatched at the grazing lands and national parks, 
which are still in the Ickes domain. It will need a minor miracle 
to bring the two men together again. 


PRICES AND SURPLUS Hitherto, Henry Wallace paddled his 
O 


wn canoe rather successfully. Like 
Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr., he was shielded 
from the unfriendly by the President’s friendship and respect. Agri- 
cultural problems are little understood by the average New Dealer. 
Therefore, Wallace seldom suffered from the incursions of unofficial 
policy-makers. Until last spring, he kept the farmers reasonably 
happy, and that strengthened his hand. 

By last spring, the Wallace prospects were so good that he was 
riding on the crest of a healthy little presidential boom. Then the 
farm program was cracked by low prices and huge surpluses. The 
presidential boom subsided. Splendid isolation became a trifle un- 
comfortable. There is no question that Wallace needs help now, 
although Hopkins and Ickes certainly can’t save him single-handed. 
Since the most popular alternate farm plans are the purest snake 
oil, it’s to be hoped, at least, that Wallace will get all the support 


the administration can give.

Battle of Ackia. 


Henry B. Collins Jr., Smithson- 
ian Institution archeologist, is now 
engaged in a survey near Tupelo, 
Miss., of the approximate site of 
the battle of Ackia, where the 
French under the Sieur de Bien- 
ville were decisively defeated on 
May 20, 1736, by the Chicksaw 
Indians. 

This three-hour engagement, in 
which the French colonial troops 
were handicapped by lack of artil- 
lery and the Indians were sup- 
posedly directed by English trad- 
ers, may have had a significant 
effect, at the time unappreciated, 
on the long struggle between the 
two empires for the possession of 
territory between the Appalichians 
and the Mississippi. 

‘ The Chicksaws long had been 
hostile to the French and friendly 
to the English. Bienville had plan- 
ned to crush: them in a vice be- 
tween his own troops and a French 
force under General d’Artaguette 
which was moving southward from 
the “Illinois territory.” The latter 
never arrived and, it was later 
learned, it had been cut to pieces 
by a Chicksaw ambush. The Indi- 
ans had taken many prisoners and 
burned some of them at the stake. 

Henceforth the . unconquered 
Chicksaw constitute da serious ob- 
stackle to French progress from 
their gulf colonies to the north- 
westward. Otherwise they might

J advertising promotes monopoly

If the 
second company decides to adver- 
tise line for line against the first, 
that, says he, runs up the cost of 
distribution. Otherwise, the first 
one tends to monopolize the busi- 
ness. Well, modesty is a very 
nice trait, but I disbelieve that 
Mr. Arnold ever made a practice 
of telling people, “Don’t hire me, 
as I am an awful slob and a sure 
thing to ball up any job entrusted 
to me.” And, although | have 
listened to most of President 
Roosevelt’s radio chats, I have yet 
to hear him say that the New 
-Deal has been a deplorable mess 
and urge the citizens to vote Re- 
publican next time around. On 
the contrary, from the profes- 
sional technique in Mr. Arnold’s 
own publicity I take it that he is 
a first-class circus man himself 
or commands the services of one 
or more ballyhoo experts, paid out 
of the people’s taxes, to 24-sheet 
him before the public and in the 
normal course of things will ac-

The publicity that lawyers de- 
rive from public office is one of 
the recognized compensations and

thinks chastity still exists in some 
girls but rather approves the 
same, 

Mr. Roosevelt, enjoying the 
services of “a thousand press 
agents,” many of them disguised 
under other classifications but all 
paid public money to conceal or 
deny faults and fallacies of his 
political party, and praise its 
works regardless, is inclined to 
sneer at “freedom of the press” 
as a phrase invoked to conjure 
up bogies, yet the proposition ad- 
vanced by Mr. Arnold contains the 
germ of press regulation by some 
lawyer-politician or any embit- 
tered failure at the newspaper 
business who may be taken on in 
Washington as moderator of ad- 
vertising with power to avenge

If one cigaret company buys a 
half-acre and a competitor buys 
none, both cigarets being equal 
and preference a matter of mere 
taste, would the half-page com- 
pany be altogether forbidden to 
advertise? And, assuming that the 
non-advertising firm were finan- 
cially able to advertise but simply 
preferred not to for reasons of its 
own, would the advertising client 
be required to drop out of print, 
its business policy subject to veto 
by a competitor? And, touching on 
unemployment, how many artists, 
writers, compositors, printers, 
salesmen, reporters, telegraphers, 
Clerical workers and circulation 
men would be unjobbed in the ful- 
filment of a plan to adjust com- 
petition to the speed of the hin- 
dermost laggard in commerce? 


In whisky advertising nowa- 
days, the censorship requires a 
statement of the percentages of 
neutral spirits. The same rule ap- 
plied to ‘government publicity 
would show a nominal content of 
news and a balance of praise, col- 
oring matter and propaganda. Mr. 
Arnold, however, perceives no 
threat of a political monopoly fos- 
tered by the superior advertising 
power of a mighty competitor with 
“a thousand paid publicity agents” 
pledged never to give the opposi- 
tion an even break.

In the first place, 


MacDougall, as assistant to Miss Gay Shepperson, WPA adminis=_ 


trator, had been of more than ordinary assistance to the admin- 
istrator whose record perhaps is the best in the nation. ) 
They both had a h idea of their job; carried it out well, and 


‘it will be most unfortunate if the administration at Washington 
‘appoints in Mr. MacDougall’s place a political manipulator rather 


than a capable assistant administrator. 

It seems rather obvious there was no effort made to force either 
of them into politics in the recent primary. There was no doubt 
a lot of wishful hoping for WPA votes. Mr. Lawrence Camp made 
several perfectly honest appeals for their votes strictly on the basis 
they ought to support the administration policy. Not once did he 


make this appeal to the WPA as an organization. Not once did he | 


seek to involve the administrator or the assistant in the campaign. 
It was hoped the WPA workers would rally to the administration 
banner. Many of them did not. 

Mr, Camp believed then, and believes now, that a great many 
people are on the WPA without being certified to the rolls. He 
points out that every cent of the WPA money goes immediately 
into circulation; that the movies, the butcher, the baker, the gas 
stations and the second-hand automobile dealers most certainly re- 
ceive WPA money just as surely as the men and women on the rolls. 

The WPA has in Georgia a splendid record. It has done its job 
honestly and well. It has its faults, as any such huge and unwieldy 
organization must, 

Both Mr. MacDougall and Miss Shepperson have proved them- 
selves the type public servant the nation needs. The Atlanta Hous- 
ing Authority is fortunate in obtaining the services of the former 
assistant to Miss Shepperson. A replacement of his type greatly is 
to be desired. 


TIME TO PLAN It is important to have a trained technician 
such as Mr. MacDougall because the cities of 
America must start planning to bring back the population. 


Atlanta’s opponents in the matter of annexation have advanced 
a few tenable arguments. Among them is the one which says the 
move from the urban center was made to escape certain conditions, 
notably the encroachment of business houses near their homes; and 
that no guarantee is given that once the city limits are extended 
there will not be additional encroachment. 


_ The facts are, of course, that almost without exception, all our 
cities were built in a hurry and without planning. Cheap, crowded 
houses were thrown up to take care of populations which arrived 
in a hurry. This especially was true in the large industrial cities 
of the east, where immigration poured in its flood in the expand- 
ing nineties. Crowded, small houses grew up about industries. As 
years went on they became, in many instances, slum sections. The 
“model villages” about some industries today are new developments. 


There is an exodus from almost every city in America. The 
suburban areas continue to expand. The cities are left to meet an 
increasing cost with a decreasing population. They also must sup- 
ply a living for these people. 


THE ROAD BACK Planning can bring them back. Mr. Mac- 

Dougall’s job is an important one. It will 
be the beginning of a long job. Because, while planning can bring 
them back, it will require time. It required several generations to 
drive them out. 

Meanwhile, annexation is inevitable. But, city cil ought to 
think of planning, too. The cities of the future will not at all re- 
semble those of the past insofar as housing is concerned. 

The parking lots in cities are much more significant than one 
thinks. It is estimated, for instance, that one-eighth of the central 
section of the Buffalo business section is made up of parking lots. 
Buildings have come down and have not been replaced. Atlanta and 
any other city will show a certain part of its valuable downtown 
area in parking lots. 


Planning would take any section—where once good homes have 
become unpainted, ugly, decaying rows of homes—and replace them 
with well-planned lawns, playgrounds, room for the sun to shine, 
room for fresh air and gardens. 


Planning can do that—more more people and on less space— 
than did the old builders. 

So, for more reasons than one, this resignation by Mr. Mac- 
Dougall is important to Atlanta. It may be the beginning of a long, 
long plan to bring people back to a city and pleasant places to live.

My dear Louise: One of my chief satisfactions is your growing 
self-confident. If you were an unsure, hesitant, timid kind of per- 
son, afraid to move on your own responsibility lest you do the 
wrong thing, I’d never sleep well at night for worrying about you. 


Self-confidence is almost as necessary in this hard world as the 
air you breathe. Without it you would be doomed to live in craven 
indecision or to follow some bolder persom and have no more in- 
dependence than an echo. 


But self-confidence, like other good things, can be a grief when 
you get too much of it. 

Now self-confidence is nothing more than a good opinion of 
yourself—your appearance, your strength, your store of knowledge, 
your skill, but most of all your mind. You think you are just as 
smart as anybody else. 

That is where it tricks you. For the measure of your self- 
confidence is not determined by the measure of your abilities. 
Experience and skill increase it, of course, but one person doesn’t 
have very little confidence because he is young and foolish, and 
another have much because he is old and wise. You either have 
self-confidence or you don’t, however much or little you have to 
justify it. | 

Whether you are sixteen or forty, if you have the same degree 
of self-confidence, you will have the same attitude toward people 
who offer to instruct and advise you. You will be resentful. The 
nerve of some people! ‘Trying to tell you the facts of lifel Talk- 
ing down to you as though you were an inferior. Who do they 
think they are, anyway? 

If you happen to be forty, with the accumulated knowledge and 
wisdom of forty, that attitude may not cost you anything. But if 
you are sixteen and haven’t had time to learn much, nor have the 
experience that results in wisdom, scorning instruction is much like 
a kid refusing money because he hasn’t yet learned that he needs it. 


I have known smart youngsters who were made “perfectly 
furious” by hearing or reading an older person’s advice. They knew 
it all, and any effort to tell them anything seemed impudence. 

If you get that way, you can learn only by hard knocks—and 
they will be the kind that leave sore spots. Love,

Burley and Dark Type To- 
bacco Growers in 14 States 
Vote Today. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—()—~— 
The possibility of congressional 
revision of the administration’s 
crop control program for tobacco 
hinged, farm leaders said today, 
on the outcome of two farmer ref- 
erenda tomorrow on marketing 
quotas for next year. 

In 14 southern and midwestern 
states, approximately 250,000 bur- 
ley and 75,000 dark-type tobacco 
farmers will be given an oppor- 
tunity to cast secret ballots saying 
whether they want 1939 crop sales 
restricted. The purpose of such re- 
strictions would be to keep price- 
depressing surpluses off the mar- 
ket. This year’s crops are being 
sold under quotas. 

Before quotas can become ef- 
fective, two-thirds of the growers 
of each type of tobacco voting 
must approve. 


In similar elections last Satur- 
day, producers of flue-cured to- 
bacco and rice rejected quotas, 
while cotton farmers approved 
them. 

The states in which the burley 
referendum will be held are Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, Mis- 
souri, North Carolina, Ohio, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Virginia and 
West Virginia. The dark-type vote 
will be held in Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia. 

Georgia will have only a small 
voice in determining the fate of 
marketing quotas on the 1939 bur- 
ley tobacco crop. There are only 
about 300 burley growers in Geor- 


gia, all in about a score of north 
Georgia counties.

Burglary Suspects.

EN ROUTE TO SAN FRANCISCO WITH TECH, Dec. 16. 
There are some narrow-minded individuals in this country who 
never miss a chance to lowrate football and deplore the alleged 


evils thereof. 

Well, football may not be holy and probably doesn’t deserve | 
to be put upon a pedestal. But there are advantages to a player | 
that go beyond the game itself. And the game itself will stand| 
on its merits until proved otherwise. 

There is, incidentally, some food for thought in the trip the 
Georgia Tech team is now embarked upon. 

The educational value of this junket to San Fran- 
cisco, which takes the boys out the southern route and 
returns them by way of the Grand Canyon, is not to be 
denied. 

There are boys on the trip who have never seen more than 
half a dozen states at the outside.

The Rio Grande, 
except in the rainv season, is no wider than Peachtree 
creek and not nearly as attractive as regards scenery. It 
is a rivulet. 

They will see snow in the desert. They will see a vast 
desert surrounded by snow-capped peaks. They will learn things 
right and left through the actual seeing of them that will re- 
main vividly in their memory. 

San Francisco in itself is one of the most interesting 
sights the boys will see. It is said that San Francisco 
has more population per square foot than any other 
city in the world. 

The boys will arrange to be on the bay at sunset to see 
one of the most beautiful sights of all. They will understand, 
at sunset, what is meant by the Golden Gate. | 

After the California game they will go to Los Angeles. 
There will be a tour of Hollywood and a movie studio, per- 
haps. They will obtain a clear idea of how pictures are made. 
They will marvel at the sets. 

It is possible, in some studios, to travel from one 
country to another and actually feel it is real. The sets 
are exact copies of old French courtyards, mining 
towns, Central Park, New York, and so on. 

I know the value of these trips because I have been be- 
fore. And I will say, then, that the narrow-minded people who 
so freely attack football are probably the same kind of people 
who jump out at little children from dark places or tie cans to} 
dogs’ tails. 


THEY STUDY, TOO. 

Such a trip is not, essentially, a joy ride. And it does not 
solely embrace a football game and sight-seeing. 

The boys study along the way. They do not lose 
anything from their schooling. And, besides, they have 
a certain amount of time of their own for Christmas 
holidays. 

Some of them are a hit behind in their books, perhaps. And 
such a trip, with professors along, enables them to catch up. 

Then, too, the bovs get to meet a lot of people and make 
new friends. Some of the contacts are valuable for later years 
when college and foothall days are ended. ; 

It is really difficult to estimate the value to boys 
that such a trip represents. Suffice to say, no matter 
how well they play the actual game, they get more out 
of the trip in other ways than they give.

“Both 
Mr. Reid and I will be happy to 
welcome all who care to attend.” 

Associates justices of the court 
and the judges .of the court of 
appeals are expected to be present. 

Chief Justice Reid’s mother, 
Mrs. N. Y. Reid, of Blairsville, 
will be here for the ceremony. 
She is bringing the Reid family 
Bible to be used in the ceremony. 
Dr. Jack Lance, 
Young Harris College which gave 
both Governor Rivers and Chief 
Justice Reid to the state, will head 
a large delegation expected from 
Young Harris.

| stein yesterday. Judge Arthur G. 


Powell, head of. the -firm, an- 
nounced its reorganization under 
the name of Powell, Goldstein, 
Frazer and Murphy. The partners 
are Judge Powell, Max F. Gold- 
stein, James N. Frazier, B. D. 
Murphy and James K. Rankin. 

The Georgia press yesterday 
widely gave its approval of the 
appointment of Mr. Reid. Ex- 
cerpts from their editorials follow: 

The Macon Telegraph: “The 
consensus seems to be that Gov- 
ernor Rivers has made a wise se- 
lection in appointing Charles S. 
Reid chief justice of the supreme 
court of Georgia. ... It may be 
said in all kindness, but with 
much earnestness, that the pro- 
cedure in the supreme court has 
left much to be desired. The 
business of the court has not been 
dispatched with such speed as 
members of the bar and litigants 
have had a right to expect and 
recent infusions of new blood will 
be helpful.” 

Columbus Ledger: “His exem- 
plary life, his knowledge of lay, 
his understanding of mankind and 
human rights makes him a most 
acceptable choice for the high 
office to which he has risen and 
it is most fitting that he has been 
honored with the highest judicial 
post Georgia provides. He should 
make the state a learned, able and 
most capable chief justice.” 

The Athens Banner Herald: “In 
appointing Charles S. Reid as chief 
justice of the supreme court of 
Georgia, Governor Rivers has not 
only honored a deserving friend, 
but he has added to the judiciary 
one who is both able and wise, 
one who will distinguish himself 
in the career of jurist as notably 
as he has as an attorney. 

“He is equipped with the intel- 
lect, Motiy outlook, wisdom, mod- 
eration and sympathetic under- 
standing of the purposes of the 
law which are the necessary pre- 
requisites of a great judge.”

Site of Nativity Given as 
Present Location of Su- 
preme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(?)— 
Three birth certificates located in 
District of Columbia health de- 
partment files added another bi- 
zarre feature today to the amazing 
McKesson & Robbins case. 


The records disclosed that on 
August 7, 1935, birth certificates 
were filed simultan2ously for F. 
Denald Coster, recently identified 
as Philip Musica, and two of his 
brothers. 


Coster’s certificate gave his full 
name as Frank Donald Coster and 
said he was born May 12, 1884, at 
125 A street, N. E., in this city. 
This is the present site of the 
supreme court building. 

Separated only by two pages in 
the ledger from Coster’s certifi- 
cate was another for George Ed- 
mund Dietrich, assistant vice pres- 
ident of the drug company Coster 
headed. A third certificates was 
found recording the birth of Rob- 
ert Joseph Dietrich. 

All three were clocked in at the 
department at exactly the same 
time and were signed the day be- 
fore by the same midwife, Adele 
Vinard. Her address was given as 
1840 Grand Concourse, New York 
city. 

Meanwhile, postal inspectors be- 
gan an investigation to learn 
whether the McKesson & Robbins 
concern had used the mails to 
defraud.

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Recalls Kreuger; 
Stavisky Deaths 


By The Associated Press. = 

The suicide of Philip Musica, 
alias F. Donald Coster, recalls Ivar 
Kreuger. and Serge Stavisky—men 
who like Coster, reared huge fi- 
nancial enterprises, saw them col- 
lapse and killed themselves. 

Kreuger made _ millions in 
matches. Born in Sweden in 1880, 
he came to the United States. He 
had small jobs in Chicago, Canada, 
London and New York before 
starting in Stockholm in 1908 to 
build Kreuger & Toll, a holding 
and finance company which had 
world-wide match monopolies and 
business, and reached so great a 
financial position that he could 
lend France $75,000,000 and Ger- 
many $125,000,000. 

He killed himself in his Paris 
home. March 12, 1932, when the 
financial structure he reared was 
crumbling due to disclosure of a 
deal in forged Italian bonds. 

Stavisky—nicknamed “Hand- 
some Alex,” Russian-born, a nat- 
uralized French citizen, friend of 
cabinet ministers, and suspected 
swindler—founded the Credit Mu- 
nicipal of Bayonne, France, a 
pawnshop whose collapse in De- 
cember, 1933, revealed frauds 
amounting to $10,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000 and played a part in the 
downfall on January 27, 1934, of 
Premier Camille Chautemps’ gov- 
ernment.

Falsification of the books to 
show these fictitious assets not 
only boosted the supposed earn- 
ings of the company to a point 
where there was a market for its 
bonds, but also gave the firm of 
W. H. Smith & Company, purchas- 
ing agents, $168,000 a year as 
commissions for the buying and 
selling of crude drugs, which were 
neither bought nor sold.

I have 
seldom seen such hysteria or heard 
such weeping as was set up im- 
mediately. 

. Ran to Bathroom.

The financier had ended not one 
life but two—that of Coster and 
the old life of Philip Musica which 
he had successfully put out of the 
memory of men for two decades, 
but which was brought back into 
the open at the time of his first 
arrest some days ago. 

As the authorities last week took 
the fingerprints which he must 
have known would bring Musica 
back, he made but one comment: 

“This is testy,” he said. 

The troubles he could not en- 
dure started on December 6 when 
an application for a reorganiza- 
tion of McKesson & Robbins— 
which he had helped build from 
its beginnings as a little hair tonic 
company—was filed in Hartford, 
Connecticut. 

Things moved rapidly after that, 
in a pattern of disaster piled upon 
disaster for Musica-Coster. 

Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission men got busy and found 
that McKesson & Robbins either 
had overestimated 
$18,000,000, or that that much had 
disappeared. 

A mysterious crude drug de- 
partment that had been under 
Coster’s personal charge figured in 
connection with these lost or non- 
existent assets. 

End in Sight. 


Already, the end was .coming 
for Musica-Coster; the state su- 
preme court tied up $100,000 of 
his wife’s money; his directors 
called upon him to resign, and the 
SEC made one new astonishing 
disclosure after another. 

Coster and his accused | code- 
fendants,. the commission said, had 
talked of warehouses and co-op- 
erating companies which did not 
even exist: eminent London firms 
were listed on the books as owing 
McKesson Company but, said the 
SEC, actually never had dealt 
with it at all. 

Four separate agencies burrow- 
ed into the strange affairs of F. 
Donald Coster—the SEC, the 
United States attorney’s office, 
the office of County District At- 
torney Thomas E. Dewey, and the 
state attorney general. 

The Missing Papers. 

As they dug into the case, there 
were two important new revela- 
tions: 

That all papers in connection 
with indictments for forging of 
evidence and bribery of a witness 
filed in 1920 against Coster as 
Philip Musica had disappeared 
from the office of the chief clerk 
of general sessions court here. 
(The indictments were dismissed.) 

That the United States attor- 
ney’s office had begun an inves- 
tigation of a report that Coster, in 
return for a monopoly on quinine 
in Bolivia, had helped finance that 
country in its war with Paraguay 
over the Chaco boundary. 

Along the same line, Assistant 
Attorney General Ambrose V. Mc- 
Call, abruptly adjourned his in- 
quiry into the affair with an an- 
nouncement that “the attorney 
general has obtained information 
of the wholesale sales of arms and

living persons.”

Born in Naples. 


Philip Musica actually began! 


life in Naples, Italy, although his 
official biography—a document 
picturing him as a doctor of med- 
icine and philosophy from Heidel- 
berg University—gave his birth- 


His father was Antonio Musica, 
a barber, and wnen Philip was six, 
the Musicas came by steerage, to 


this country. 

Philip was a gay Broadway fig- 
ure back in the gaslight era and 
about 1909 had become the chief 
power in an importing firm that 
was doing a _ half-million-dollar 
business annually until investiga- 
tors charged that the Musicas 
were evading’ duty by bribing 
weighers to mark down the weight 
of imported cheese. 
sentenced to a year’s imprison- 
ment and fined $5,000. This con- 
viction was wiped out by a par- 
don by President Taft. 

He came directly back to New 
York—the scene of all his opera- 
tions—and went into the human 
hair business. The United States 
Hair Company was formed, and 
Philip and the other Musicas, in- 
cluding the father, Antonio, pros- 
pered again. 

Wasn’t Satisfied. 

But again Philip Musica, not 
satisfied with fine living and fine 
prospects, reached out for forbid- 
den profits. He wanted $370,000 
and offered 216 cases of human 
hair, theoretically worth that 
amount, to cover tthe lona. 

It developed that the cases held 
no more than $250 worth of hair. 
These and other disclosures 
brought Philip a conviction for 
grand larceny, but his sentence 
was suspended in 1916. 

Old Antonio, the father, was 
heartbroken; and tried to kill him- 
self. 

After 1920, Philip Musica was 
no more and in 1922 “F. Donald 
Coster” turned up as head of 
Girard & Company, manufactur- 
ers of hair tonics, in nearby West- 
chester county. 

Coster obtained bank credit 
without difficulty as he needed it, 
according to testimony before the 
state attorney general, and in 1916 
he borrowed $1,000,000 from Con- 
necticut bankers. to buy McKesson 
& Robbins, then an independent 


firm. 
Fabluous Profits. 

Girard & Co. was merged into 
McKesson & Robbins in 1927 and 
Coster cleared $600,000 in a sin- 
gle year. He was going up so rap- 
idly that within the year some 
$20,000,000 was provided for the 
McKesson & Robbins Corporation, 
which now has 66 wholesale drug 
houses in 35 states and serves 
55,000 retail stores.

1. They lack sufficient honor-
